The application has been amended as follows: 

The Abstract has been amended as follows; A novel soybean cultivar, 
designated S030160, is disclosed. The invention relates to the seeds of soybean 
cultivar S030160, to the plants of soybean S030160 and to methods for producing a 
soybean plant produced by crossing the cultivar S0301 60 with itself or another soybean 
variety. The invention further relates to [hybrid soybean seeds and plants produced by 
crossing! transgenic soybean plants produced by transforming a soybean of the cultivar 
S030160 [with another soybean cultivar]. 

Claims 32 and 33 have been cancelled. 

At claim 1 , "Seed" has been amended to read A seed --. 

At claim 7, line 1, the phrase "an F1 hybrid" has been amended to read - a 
hybrid -. 

At claim 7, line 3, "F1" has been deleted. 

Claim 30 (Amended) A method of producing a soybean plant with modified fatty 
acid or carbohydrate metabolism wherein the method comprises transforming the 
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soybean plant of claim 2 with [one or more transgenes] a transqene encoding a protein 
selected from the group consisting of [stearyl-ACP desaturase,] fructosyltransferase, 
levansucrase, [alpha]a-amylase, invertase and starch branching enzyme or encoding 
an antisense of stearyl-ACP desaturase . 

Claim 31 (Amended) A soybean plant having modified fatty acid or carbohydrate 
metabolism produced by the method of claim 30. 

2. In a telephonic interview on 2 November 2004, Applicant's attorney approved 
cancellation of claims 32 and 33. In addition amendments to claims 1 , 7, 30 and 31 
were approved. These issues were resolved to put the application in condition for 
allowance.
